The Bank of Michigan was 
organized in 188, and weath. 
ered the financial Menms for 
ndont (ifleen years, when it 
succumbed. Those were preca- 
rious years for financiers, Other 
banks opened anid closed with, 
hewikiering rapidity, Finally, 
in 1840, the Petit Savings 
Fudd, lnstitiite was. chartensd 
This was te-organizest in 1878, 
being called the Detroit Savings 
Bank, aid is the oldest tank 
how in existence in the vity, fn 
1884. 4 clearinghouse was 
establistad, the business of 
which, for successive years, is

Other rooms are occupied by C. C, Colbrath, tebgraph editor, of lung experience on the 
paper; T. H. Moran, night editor, also of long service; John C. Lodge, day city editor; Phi 
J, Reid, night city editor; and one zoom is used by the busy local reporters who attend to 
specified departments. 

Besides those who do their daily work at the Free Press office, it has'a large staff of 
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special correspondents and general writers, some of them in constant service and others on 
whose work this paper has first claim. Prominent among the regulars is Robert Barr, who is 
in personal charge of the London edition of the Free Press and whose varied accomplishments: 
as a writer over his nom de plume of Luke Sharp have given him a world-wide fame. The 
Detroit Free Press issued from its London office, is read wherever there is civilization on the 
eastern continent, no one contributing more directly or more effectively to its success than 
does Mr. Barr.

A veteran in the type-setting department, who has not yet been displaced by 
machines, is Henry R. Dumey, who has been with the paper thirty-eight years. There 
other long-time employes on the mechanical force of the Free Press, and this paper is singul: 
fortunate in being able to so boast in this respect. 

Those who are admirers of fine machinery would be specially interested in visiting 
basement of the main building. In the rear to the left of the central passageway is the bo 
room, made fireproof with its brick walls and arched ceilings of the same material. Here 
two huge steel tubular boilers of the most approved pattern and finest workmanship, built 
John Brennan & Co., of Detroit, They have the New York consolidated injector vah 
the American injector water columns and the Ashcroft steam gauges, and are constructed 
carry one hundred and twenty pounds of steam, Oil is used exclusively as fuel.

is such an advance upon that of even a quarter century and a decade ago, that some mention 
should be made of those important forces in labor-saving inventions which haye revolutionized 


the make-up of the paper. Most important of all is the type-setting machinery which has 
displaced, in a great measure, the deft fingers of the old-time ‘‘ sub,” and here the Free Press 
is fully equipped, cighteen type-setting machines, arranged in three rows on a platform in the 
room devoted to their use, The head machinist is N. A. Larkin, whocame withthe machines 
when delivered to the Free Press, August 8, 1892, by the Mergenthaler Linotype Co, From 
the time they were placed, when many newspapers of the country were skeptical as to the 
outcome, the machines have given’ perfect satisfaction and have devolved even a greater 
degree of efficiency than was then claimed for them. The seventeen machines have a capacity 
of 6,000,000 ems per week in actual work, about equal to the work of 125 old-time men 
“‘compesitors.” Such is the perfection attained in the machines that on any of them six 
different varieties of type can be used, and all display news headings, except the top lines, are 
set by them,

offices were removed to the southesst corner af Jefferson avenue and Griswold strect, where 
the business of the bank continued to be transacted vatil March 1, 1860, when it acquired by 
purchase the National {insurance bank, and has since controlled its business interests at its 
present location, the southwest comer of jeflerson avenue and Griswold street. The first 
president of the bank, and who held that office up to December 27, 80g, was Plillo Parsons, 
who was succeeded by S. P. Brady, who was president until January 14, 1865, when Jacob 
S. Farrand assumed the duties of that office. Prior to December 20, 1944, several change 
wert made in the elation of cashier, Mr, Emory Wendell succeeding to the position on that 
date. Mr. Farrand continued as president and Mr. Wendell as cashier until 1882, whies, the 
charter having expired, a reorganization took place and a new charter was granted, under 
which the bank resumed business fune ro, 1882, with a capital stock of $500,000, and under 
the following directory : Jacob S, Farrind, Win, B. Wesson, Jarnes McMillan, Emory Wet 
dell, Alanson Stieley, D. M. Ferry, M, 1.
